150 ARMS RAIDS 
STAGED IN FRANCE: 


More Caches of Muni- 
tions of ‘Hooded Men’ 
Are Sought by Police. 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—(UP)—Agents 
of the Surete Nationale swept 
across France tonight in a series 
of 450 raids to uncover more 
caches of arms and munitions of 
the “hooded men” terrorists who 
here | allegedly sought to stage a 
total | “putsch” against the popular front 
| government, 

Leftists sought to involve a for- 
mer premier of France and a 
Rightist leader into the widening 
net of investigation. 

The Surete—France’s Scotland 
Yard—ordered the raids and es- 
tablished 700 emergency commis- 
sions of inquiry throughout the 
nation to crush what authorities 
described as & revolutionary plot 
aided by fore.¥n Fascists. 

Of the 450 planned raids 150 
were understo\d to have been 
carried out tonight. The higher- 
ups of the plot were believed - to 
have escaped abroad and eight 
men and women already in pris- 
on were described as small fry. 

A demand was made in the 
chamber of deputies for the ar- 
rest of Colonel Francois De La 
Rocque, leader of the outlawed 
Croix De Feu (Cross of Fire), and 
the trial of former Premier An- 
dre Tardieu in the high court of 


ustice. 

One of La Rocque’s former lieu- 
tenants, Rene Anceaux of Dieppe, 
was among eight persons under 
arrest tonight after discovery of 
several tons of high explosives.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—In

“The President,” Senator’ George 
declared, “called us in extraordi~- 
nary session and set forth matters 
in which he wished congress to 
address itself. He enumerated cer-

“He directed attention to the 
fact that we have a recession in 
business—that is, that the general 
tide of business, commerce and in- 
dustry in the United States is lag- 
ging receding, and he has in- 
vited congress to give special at- 
tention to that situation.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(?)— 
A seemingly inéxorable demand 
for tax revision to energize busi- 
ness arose today from both houses 
of congress while the legislative 
machinery continued to idle. 

Abruptly, the plea cut into the 
senate’s g filibuster 
against anti-lynching legislation. 
It produced a shoft, sharp discus- 
sion and a warning from Chair- 
man Harrison, Democrat, Mis- 
Sissippl, of the finance committee, 
that rgductions in one tax sched- 
ule must be offset by increases in 
another, so that no loss of reve- 
nue might result, 

Compensating Revenue. 

Harrison said he knew of “only 
two sources” of compensating 
revenue if some present taxes were 
removed, a sales tax, or a lower- 
ing of income tax exemptions. As 
a substitute for the undistributed 
profits tax, however, he produced 
a third course. 

“If we change the undistributed 
profits tax, he said, we may in- 
crease the normal tax on corpora- 
tions and raise a sufficient amount 
of money.” 

Harrison made plain that he was 
not in favor of any in the 
tax load.

Use of Persimmons. 

The Extension Service Depart- 
ment of the College of Agriculture 
of Arkansas, publishes a booklet 
on the preparation of staple foods, 
and of special interest to Geor- 
gians are the recipes using per- 
simmons, 

Georgia and Arkansas are boun- 
tifully supplied with persimmons, 
and the Arkansans call them “Ar- 
kansas dates.” They are dried and 
preserved and used in confections, 
fruit cakes and pudding to take the 
place of dates. 

If the fall is dry and persim- 
mons are allowed to dry on the 
tree, they are excellent for use in 
place of other drie fruit. If, how- 
ever, the fall rains prevent this, 
the persimmons may be gathered 
and dried whole, then packed in 
sterilized jars and covered suffi- 
ciently to keep out dust. 

Another method of preserving is 


to remove the seeds, put the pulp | 


in sterilized jars and process 40 
minutes in boiling water or 10 
minutes at 10 pounds pressure for 
pint jars. 

Method of Drying Persimmons, 

Line large baking pans or trays 
with unglazed wrapping paper. 
Fill with persimmons, allowing 
one layer of persimmons to each 
pan. Set on top of a covered ket- 
tle of hot water on the stove. 
wheer the water will keep hot but 
not boil. Turn the fruit as it dries. 
It takes 12 to 18 hours to dry fresh 
persimmons. They can then be 
packed in paper-lined boxes to 
keep. Do not remove the seed un- 
til the fruit is dry. 

Persimmon Cake. 

Three-fourths cup sugar, 1 3-4 
cup flour, 3 teaspoons baking 
powder, 1-2 cup milk, 3 table- 
spoons butter or substitute, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 3-4 cup persim- 
mons, 1 egg. 

Mix like any butter cake and 
add persimmons last. Bake in lay- 
ers or in loaf. If baked in loaf, 
sift powdered sugar over top be- 
fore baking. 

Before removing cakes from the 
oven permanently, hold to the ear. 
If there is any “singing” or crack- 
ling sound, the cake is not done. 
Always remove the cake from the 
pan and cool quickly. This ap- 
plies to all cakes made with fat. 

Persimmon Pudding. 

Mor a biscuit dough, using 2 
cups flour, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 3 
i ‘s baking powder, 4 table- 
spoons fat and 3-4 cup sweet milk. 
Roll out 1-2 inch thick, spread 


with melted butter, add 1 cup/| 


dried persimmons cut in pieces, 
and sprinkle with 3 tablespoons 
sugar. Roll up and cut in 1-2 
inch slices and place flat in a 
greased pan. Bake 15 minutes at 
375 degrees to 400 degrees Fahren- 
heit.

Three tablespoons vinegar or 
lemon juice, 1 cup boiling water, 2 
tablespoons cornstarch, 1-2 cup 
sugar, speck of salt, 1-4 teaspoon 
nutmeg, 1 teaspoon butter. 

Mix the sugar, salt and corn- 
starch and add to the hot water. 
Boil it until clear, then place over 
hot water and cook 20 minutes. 
Add vinegar or lemon juice, nut- 
meg and butter and cook two or 
three minutes more.

and a newspaper columnist. 

Detectives asked Meyer Lewis, 
representative of William Green, 
AFL president, about reports of a 
labor war in Minneapolis. They 
quoted him as replying he knew 
of no such reports.

CORD HALIFAX TALKS 
TO FUEHRER TODAY 


Germany’s Colonial De- 
mands and Far East Ex- 
pected to Be Discussed. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—(7)—As Vis- 
count Halifax, “unofficial” Brit- 
ish peace emissary, prepared for 
his talk tomorrow with Reichs- 
fuehrer Adolf Hitler, indications 
developed tonight that Germany’s 
colonial demands and the Chinese- 
Japanese war would be in the 
forefront of the discussion. 

Lord Halifax, president of the 
council, lunched with Sir Neville 
Henderson, the British ambassa- 
dor, apparently in preparation for 
tomorrow’s meeting at Hitler’s 
Berchtesgaden estate. 

German political circles attach- 
ed much weight to a debate yes- 
terday in the house of lords which 
was believed to indicate that Brit- 
ain was swinging around gradual- 
ly to recognition of the repeated 
German demands for return of the 
colonies wrested-from her in the 
World War. 

The unusual secrecy of his talks 


with German statesmen caused 
more speculation among foreign 
embassies than any previous visit 
of a British statesman.

Bernard Wagness, Noted Musician : 


Has Taught Pupils From 4 to 90 


By E HORTON YOUNG. 

Bernard Wagness, of Boston, 
nationally noted music teacher 
and composer, in Atlanta for a 


few days, said last night that in 
27 years of teaching, his pupils 
have varied in age from 4 to 90. 

At my look of surprise, he said: 
“Actually, an old lady of 90 came 
to me and wanted to know if I 
could teacher her to play. Her 
eyesight was so poor that she 
could not read the notes, .so.I 
taught her by harmonic dictation. 
She was able to play many of her 
favorite hymns, and got a tre- 
mendous thrill out of playing. I 
have taught many grandmothers 
and grandfathers, well in their 
sixties, to play compositions of 
moderate difficulty.” 

Heart With Child. 

Wagness confesses, however, 
that his heart is really with the 
young child. 

He has studied piano himself 
since he was 6 and is still study- 
ing constantly. (He didn’t say how 
many years he had been studying.) 
He came of artistic parents, his 
mother, English, being a singer, 
and his fatlier, German, an artist. 


He began singing when he was 4, || 


and at that age composed many 
original melodies. When he start- 
ed to school he was able to sing 
alto or tenor parts against soprano, 
so keen was his harmonic intui- 
‘tion. | 

When he was 16 years old he 
began to realize how many men 
studied for the concert stage and 
never achieved success, so he de- 
cided that he would become a 
“child specialist in music,” and all 
his study since that time has’ been 
directed toward the aim of mak- 
ing piano study more interesting 
and pleasant and at the same time 
more thorough for children. 

Book Composer. 

He is the composer of three 
books teaching methods and of 
some 20-odd compositions. He has 
been preparing a set of books on 
piano instruction for the last 14 
years, the first of which will be 
published this spring. The books, 
when completed, will provide ma- 
terial for students through the 
sixth grade of study. 

A bachelor, Wagness’ favorite 


hobby is cooking, and one of his 
favorite. recipes is a creole pie. 
His second hobby is gardening.

A corps of civil service em- 
ployers continued their work of 
checking the cards yesterday, but 
postal officials said they were un- 
able to divulge the number of 
questionnaires which have been 
returned so far, as this informa- 
tion will be released from Wash- 
ington when the census is com- 
pleted. 

“The response is‘as prompt and 
enthusiastic as we expected,” 
Postmaster Livingston said, adding 
that he is particularly impressed 
with the correctness of the cards. 
“Not over 2 per cent of the ques- 
tionnaires received so far will 
have to be returned for correc- 
tion,” he said. 

The postmaster said all cards are 
expected to be returned by Satur- 


day midnight. He reiterated that. 


anyone who wishes help in filling 
out a card may come to the post- 
office or nearest branch station. 
The cards may be given to any 
mail carrier or deposited in any 
mail box. No postage is necessary. 

Although signing of the card 
does not insure a person of em- 
ployment, it is hoped the census 
will assemble information which 
may form the basis of creating 
more work. The census has been 
ordered by President Roosevelt 
under authority of an act by con- 


gress.

Chamber Conference Told 
Business Should Demand 
End to Projects. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(P)— 
Gerrish Gassaway, secretary of 
the Wilmington, Del., Chamber of 
Commerce, declared today that 
business should answer President 
Roosevelt’s call for increased home 
building by demanding an end to 
federal competition and “confis- 
catory” taxes. 

Addressing the housing confer- 
ence of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, he said business 
should say to Mr. Roosevelt: 

“Discontinue and get out of 
those unsound, unwise and unsuc- 
cessful ventures such as subsis- 
tence homesteads — Greenbelts, 
Tugwelltowns and PWA apart- 
ments that intrude in a competi- 
tive’ field’ and discourage, dislo- 
cate and destroy private enter- 
prise and initiative. 

“Remove the shackles of con- 


fiscatory taxes or. any profits that 
might accrue and restore some 
measure of possible chance for in- 
vestors to realize on their risk 
without the tax gatherer taking it 
from them. 

“Ask labor, Mr. President, to ac- 
cept the responsibility of assuring 
the buying public that projects 
once started will not be delayed 
and disrupted by labor’ disputes 
and strikes. That so-called sym- 
pathetic walkouts, occasioned by 
happenings in disassociated and 
non-connected enterprises, will be 
prohibited.” !

Other conferences voting yester- 
day were the the Northwest Texas 
conference voting 246 for to 11 
against, and the North Carolina 
conference, voting 294 for and 7 
against, and the Mississippi con- 
ference, voting 184 to 45. 

Only the North Mississippi con- 
ference, with a vote of 125 against 
to 117 for, has given a majority 
against the merger. Others besides 
the North Georgia that have failed 
to give the necessary three-fourths 
vote, are the Baltimore, the Illi- 
nois, the Tennessee and the Mem- 
phis conferences. The’ Little Rock 
conference first cast a vote of 198 
in favor to 1 against it. The man 
who cast the one adverse vote ask- 
ed to have it changed, so that the 
vote now is 199 to nothing. 

Merger Opposed. 

Interesting features arising in 
the conferences votes on the uni- 
fication question pertain to the 
North Mississippi vote, and that of 
the China conference. Bishop Col- 
lins Denny, of Richmond, strongly 
opposed to the merger, says every 
conference must give a majority 
vote. His contention is that the 
Mississippi vote will stop the pro- 
ceedings. 

On account of the Sino-Japanese 
undeclared war, the China confer- 
ence date has had to be _  post- 
poned. The postponement of that 
conference will prevent consum- 
mation of the proceedings. 

Opponents of the unification 
matter in this conference say their 
contest against the merger will be 
continued, and will be carried to 
the general conference of nexi 
year at Birmingham. Before the 
matter is finally adopted, the gen- 
eral conference must confirm the 
annual conference vote by a two- 
thirds majority.

Previously, he had warned his 
colleagues that the country was 
bound to look with more or less 
derision upon the senate if it con< 
tinued to waste its time in an ef- 
fort to bring up anti-lynching leg< 
islation. 

“There is nothing in the Presi- 
dent’s call for this extraordinary 
session to indicate that he had in 
mind anti-lynching legislation,” 
the senator asserted. “Both lead- 
ers in the senate and in the house 
recognize the necessity of consid- 


ering only those things mentioned 
by Mr. Roosevelt. In fact, they 
made such an appeal through the 
press of the nation. 

“I say, because I believe that the 
people of the country will, the 
senate is doing little more than 
trifling with an opportunity to 
serve the real interest of America 
if it continues consideration of an- 
ti-lynching. 

“The south, my part of the coun- 
try, is agricultural by 80 or 85 per 
cent, and in many instances 90 per 
cent. There was nothing fanciful 
in the President’s address to con- 
gress when he reminded us that 
there was a recession in the tide of 
business, commerce and industry. 

“Farm legislation is too impor- 
tant to every senator from the 
south and the southeast. It is no 
possible excuse to say that there is 
nothing ready. I desire to repeat 
that it would be far more heart- 
ening to the American people, to 
the great forces of democracy, to 
every little business enterprise 
that is closing down and discharg- 
ing employes, if newspapers could 
say that the committees of the 
senate, particularly finance, were 
given time from the floor to give 
real consideration to tax matters. 

Would Have Progressed. 

“T have not the slightest doubt 
but what we would have made 
much progress in formulating pol- 
icies with tax legislation if we had 
begun consideration when we first 
met in special session.” 

He then asked what a senator 
from the south should do in re- 
sponse to the President’s message. 

Answering his own query, he 
declared: “It was the purpose of 
southern senators, whether the 
agricultural committee met of not, 
to work on farm legislation.” 

An anti-lynching bill, he said, 
was pending on the senate calen- 
dar when he came to congress 15 
years ago and might have been 
pending 15 years before that, add- 
ing “it is still with us.” 

“Any fair and just court in the 
land,” he said, “will declare this

Ballantine spoke after the six 
New England governors told the 
opening conference session that the 
“entire north” should unite against 
any “unfair inroads upon its in- 
dustrial or economic develop- 
ment.” 
Ballantine, who was undersec- 
retary during the closing months 
of the Hoover administration, de- 
clared the basic difficulty affect- 
ing business could not be over- 
come “by mere words, which may 
be gone with the wind, but only 
by a consistent course of conduct 
furnishing a foundation for confi- 
dent action.” | 

Governor Robert E. Quinn, of 
Rhode Island, called upon the con- | 
ference to oppose any attempt to 
make the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or the federal govern- 
ment enact legislation or rules 
“affecting freight rates which 
would. give the south an advantage 
designed to forever prevent fur-| 
ther industrial expansion in the| 
north.”

LOW INTEREST RATE 
FOR BONDS URGED 


Supreme Court Asked Not to 
Limit Power of 
Government. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—()— 
Solicitor General Stanley Reed 
urged the supreme court today to 
place no limitation on the power 
of the government to refund gold 
bonds at lower interest rates. 

His argument was countered by 
two attorneys—Robert A. Taft 
from Cincinnati and H. Vernon 
Eney, of Baltimore—who asserted 
the treasury must continue to pay 
interest on its gold bonds although 
they have been called for redemp- 
tion in advance of the maturity 
date. 

Their conflicting contentions, 
heard for two hours today by the 
tribunal, will be continued tomor- 
row afternoon. 

The arguments were on three 
cases in which litigants sought to 
collect interest from the treasury. 
The litigants were the Dixie Ter- 
minal Company, of Cincinnati, 
the estate of James J. Ransom, cf 
Des Moines, and Arthur Machen, 
of Baltimore. 

Taft, son of the late President 
ang Chief Justice William How- 
ard Taft, argued with Eney that 
the government could not call its 
gold bonds without paying them 
off in gold. Since the treasury had 
not redeemed the obligations in 
gold, they contended, it must con- 
tinue to pay the interest stipulated 
in the bonds. 


10 DIE AS TYPHOON 
ISOLATES ISLANDS 


Property Damage in Philip- 
pines Totals Millions. 


MANILA, Nov. 19.—(Friday.)— 
(P)—A typhoonrof tremendous de- 
structive force, the second to hit 
the Philippines within a week, left 
a large area isolated today, and 
first scattered reports showed 10 
deaths and indicated property 
damage in the millions of dollars. 
Winds sweeping across_ the 
archipelago at 100 miles an hour 
gave the central islands their 
worst storm of the year. Six deaths 
were reported immediately on the 
Island of Leyte, and four on Cebu 
Island. Both places were in the 
storm’s vortex. 

The typhoon whirled out into 
the China sea about 140 miles 
southwest of here but the weather 
bureau said there still was the 
possibility that it would backlash 
toward Manila.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(7)— 
Mayor Joe Carson, of Portland, 
Ore., demanded tonight that the 
National Labor Relations Board 
act immediately to bring industrial 
labor peace to his city or step 
aside and let municipal officers 
“solve its problem.” 

“The public patience is exhaust- 
ed,” Carson wrote Board Chair- 
man J. Warren Madden. “The 
lumber industry—our principal in- 
dustry—is in a state of utter pa- 
ralysis due to a jurisdictional dis- 
pute existing between the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
and the American Federation of 
Labor.” 

Carson told Madden he believed 
the board lack power “to do 
more than prevent the employer 
from influencing his employes’ 
freedom of collective bargaining 
and freedom of action from his 
domination.” 

“I do not believe there is any- 
thing in the act, express or im- 

lied, which would permit or al- 
ow you to say who is to be the 
representative of the workers 
employed in any industry any 
more than it gives that right to 
the employer himself,” he wrote. 

“Then, too, it is futility and 
folly for your board or any of its 
representatives at any time to ex- 
press any opinion or make any 
certification that cannot be en- 
forced by you or the federal 
courts.”

Daughter of Slain Man Still 
Sought; 2 Others Held 
Incommunicado. 


STATESBORO, Nov. 18.—()— 
Two of the five persons accused 
in the mysterious slaying last Sep- 
tember of wealthy Charlie Daugh- 
try issued statemenis today deny- 
ing any connection whatever with 
the crime. 

Two of the other three were in 
jails in unannounced cities, and 
the third defendant, Miss Marie 
Daughtry, daughter of the Screv- 
en county planter, has not been 
arrested. 

Those issuing statements today 
were Albert L. Cobb, Savannah 
attorney and a Democratic candi- 
date for congress in 1932 and 
1934, and Joe Newton, storekeeper 
of Bloomingdale, Ga., a brother- 
in-law of Cobb 

Others Named. 

Joe Newton is a sturdily built 
man with black hair, turning gray. 
Besides him, Cobb and Miss 
Daughtry, the other defendants 
are Joe Newton’s son, Ralph, and 
a cousin, Osborn Newton, a Screv- 
en county farmer. 

Solicitor General W. G. Neville 
said at Sylvania, seat of Screven 
county, where court is in session, 
no date has been set for trial of 
the case. 

Ralph and Osborn Newton are 
accused as principals, and_ the 
others as accessories before the 
fact. Neville said he expected 
Miss Daughtry’s arrest momen- 
tarily. 

The solicitor said the death of 
Daughtry appeared to be “a plot 
to get rid of Daughtry for a share 
of his estate.”

I am unable to consult any 
friend or attorney, and there seems 
to be a well-laid plot to prevent 
me, for purposes best known to 
the conspirators in this plot, from 
either representing my client, Ma- 
rie Daughtry, or myself. 

Cobb said in jail here he did 
not have “the slightest connection 
with or knowledge of” the death 
of Daughtry. 

Cobb said he had been held 
“incommunicado” since Tuesday 
night. He charged there was a 
“vigorous and well-paid-for 
scheme by certain individuals to 
prevent Miss Daughtry from be- 
ing represented in her father’s es- 
tate by counsel, but I never con- 
sidered for a moment that the 


involved in that scheme would 
carry them to the extremes to 
which they have resorted.” 

Cobb is Miss Daughtry’s attor- 
ney. 

Joe Newton’s Statement. 

In jail at Springfield, Joe New- 
ton told a reporter: 

“Mr. Cobb’s statement covers 
the situation amply. I can only 
add that my son Ralph and I were 
working at Bloomingdale the time 
this killing was said to have oc- 
curred, and knew nothing at all 
of it. I hadn’t seen Charlie 
Daughtry 1n weeks and hadn't 
been to Rocky Ford. We have 
proof of what I say.” 

“In this plot are involved fear, 
politics, gred and envy. This com- 
bination is what brought about 
the indictment of Miss Daughtry, 
my brother-in-law, his son and 
myself. 

“At this time I do not care to 
name the conspirators that caused 
my irtdictment, but you may rest 
assured that both their identity

Cobb said he would continue 
to represent Miss Daughtry de- 
spite warrants against him.

’ Our first flurry of snow drove past the train window during the 
morning hours today, but after a while the sun shone fitfully and 
then gave up and hid itself behind a gray and leaden sky. 
In Ft. Wayne, as I was saying good-bye to the reporters this 
afternoon, a young man said to me: “This is my first experience 
interviewing some one of importance and I haven’t dared ask the 


questions I wanted to ask.’’ 


I assured him I was no person of 


importance and if he had only known it, I felt most inadequate 
and humble about answering the questions he finally did ask. 

At my press conference yesterday in Akron, some sweet young 
girls sat on the floor and asked me naively what I thought of jour- 


nalism as a career for women. 


I wonder what are the attributes 


of a really successful woman newspaper reporter? 


These young people came from high school and college papers 


with questions which would fill a book if you answered them really 
comprehensively. To this day, with all my contacts with news- 
paper writers and writers of every kind, it would be difficult for 
me to say what I thought the ideal temperament was for such a 
job, or the ideal training, or the ideal way of handling the job when 
you have got it—and it isn’t so easy to get. 


These snap judgments which one 


must give on a hundred and 


one different questions from young people are one of the things I 
think most difficult, for there is a great responsibility to be honest 
with youth and, as far as you are able, to give the best of your 


experience.

I also met a woman who interviewed me in 


Evansville, Ind., back in the campaign of 1920. She remarked that 
at that time I talked about my children who were playing with 
their sand piles somewhere on the caast of Maine.

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A STRANGE FAIR. 

Farmers usually get up early, 
but on the twelfth day of last 
month many of them got up earlier 
than usual in the Midlands of 
England. It was one of the great 
days of the year for them—it was 
the day of “the Mop” at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon.

A roundabout at an English 
“Mops” Fair. 


Many farmers in the Midlands 
live in homes with thatched roofs, 
and timbered sides. Others have 
houses which are fairly modern. 
Whatever kind of house they lived 
in, they left it that day to go to 
the Mop. Thousands of people 
flocked into the city where 
Shakespeare was born. 


The Mop is a yearly fair which 
grew from a strange old custom. 
On a certain day each autumn, 
household servants had the custom 
of trying to change their place of 
work. Women went to the town 
with mops in their hands, also 
with buckets. The mop was a 
sign that the woman was willing 
to work, and work: hard. 

People who wanted new serv- 
ants also went to town on that 
day, and talked with those who 
wanted to work. They made bar- 
gains, after settling the yearly 
wage. 


| 


That was the start of the big] 2 


fair called the Mop. Another, but 
smaller fair was held 10 days 
later. Servants who were not 
pleased with their masters or mis- 
tresses came to the fair, and tried 
to find different ones. It was call- 
ed the “Runaway Mop,” but it 
never grew to be so large as the 
first Mop. 

Here is part of a letter from an 


English boy, Stanley Southam, 
telling about the Mop: 


“Once every year in Stratford 
town, the Mop pays its visit. Two 
days before showmen start to 
build their amusements. There 
are three or four sets of dodgem 
cars, a mountain glide, a Jack and 
Jill, roundabouts, fortune-tellers 
and other sideshows. 

“The dodgems are cars driven 


‘by electricity which go around a 


large rink, and dodge one another. 
The mouritain glide has a tall tow- 
er about 60 feet high, with a wind- 
ing chute in which you slide down. 

The Mayor of Stratford, Mr. 
Ray, opens the Mop, and off it goes 
in full swing. Usually there are 
five roasts—two oxen and three 
pigs. The fires are lighted at 
about 6 o’clock in the morning. 

“The Mop usually goes on until 
midnight, when prices go higher. 
Coconut skies cause great amuse- 
ment. The flea circus is also in- 
teresting.”

all | ““Eat as I say, but not as I do” 


might well have been the unof- 
ficial slogan at the American Die- 
tetic convention recently held in 
Richmond, Va. Every year the 
dietitians get together to find out 
what is new inedietetics—and to 
attend luncheons, dinners and 
banquets. 

Strong believers in prunes, spin- 
ach, whole wheat bread and liver 
—for others—we had _ delicious 
southern fried chicken, candied 
yams, spoon bread, and the most 
delectable desserts you ever tast- 
ed. (Now we are all home count- 
ing calories!) 

As you see, life is not just one 
long diet for the dietitian and it 
should’ not be for you, either. 
Talking to. the dietitians on “The 
Art of Gracious Living,” Marjorie 
Hillis declared that the modern 
woman looks 15 years younger 
than the spinster of the same age 
a decade or so ago because she 
studies fashions, diets, goes to a 
gymnasium and gets fun out of 
doing all these things. 

Marjorie Hillis, as you know, is 
the orchid lady who budgets ev- 
erything down to the last string 
bean. According to her philoso- 
phy, fun is the fuel for enthusiasm 
and she has very little patience 
with people who think fun is not 
important. Put this philosophy to 
work and you can diet and like it. 
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How to Keep Fit and Like It. 


If you feel sorry for yourself 
on a reducing diet, Miss Hillis 
would not like you. She did not 
hesitate to express the opinion that 
martyrs are dreadful bores, and I 
have noticed that reducers are 
sometimes martyrs. 

After all, you haven’t any rea- 
son to feel sorry for yourself. You 
had the fun of eating all the food 
that made the weight. Now, in- 
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stead of brooding about food you 
cannot have, try to see how much 
food you can get for the fewest 
calories. If you will keep your 
sense of humor you can have fun 
counting calories. This calorie 
counting is not such a task. It 
may take a bit of juggling, but 
you can have a five-course dinner 
for 600 calories. 

The dietitians are a pretty 
strong argument for sensible eat- 
ing rather than dieting. Instinc- 


tively good food habits keep them 


at fairly normal weight, and those 


are the kind of habits you must 
cultivate. You don’t need to be 
a martyr to the cause of spinach. 
When you go on a calorie spree, 
counterbalance it by low calorie 
days. Don’t be like the reducer 
who diets in public and eats in 
private and blames it all on her 
glands—for she is the prize bore.

THE DECORATOR IN YOU. 

You make your bed, then you 
have to look at it as well as lie 
on it. And that big expanse is a 
challenge to the decorator in you, 
Here are a few hints if you're 
making your own bedspread (and 


any lady with a flare for common 


garden variety of sewing can make 
a pretty spread). : 

For a double bedspread, you'll 
need 11 1-2 yards of 36-inch ma- 
terial, which means that you'll 
have to plan your spread so that 
seams will be decorative as well 
as utilitarian. The center part of 
the spread will have that 36-inch 
panel running down its middle 
which will leave ten-inch panels 
on either side. These can be joined 
with welting, rope cord seaming, 
pleated ruffles or a smart braid 
or new fringe. For single bed- 
spreads you follow the same pro< 
cedure except that your side pan- 
els will be narrower. Good wide 
single ruffles for the sides should 
be around 26 inches wide, but of 
course you can vary the carry- 
over of the top of the spread to 
join box pleats, a straight tailored 
fall, a gored flounce, two or three 
tiers of ruffles, knife pleats or a 
dozen and one other possibilities 
for the side flounce of the spread. 

THE TYPE OF BED. 

The length of the spread will 
depend on whether or not you 
want to cover the pillows or if you 
prefer making a separate piece for 
pillow spreads. Then, too, the type 
of the bed enters in at this point, 
If it has no footboard of course 
you will carry whatever flounce 
arrangement you have across the 
back, too, allowing for the corners 
which should, if you have a fitted 
flounce, have a square dart so that 
they’ll fit around the corner, (this 
is essential if there are corner 
posts). But if the spread is going 
to drape out in a straight fall, then 
it is sometimes rather handsome 
to let the corner come out to its 
natural point and drop onto the 


oor. 
In doing the sewing, cut all 
selvages so that you won’t get a 
puckered look along your seams, 
Hem the ruffles before you gather 
them. If you use a figured ma- 
terial, be sure to cut it so that 
the motif centers properly on top 
and around flounce. And don’t 
forget that your sewing machine 
attachments will stand you in good 
stead on these long seams, hems 
and ruffles. |

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ENCOURAGING UNANIMITY 

Unanimous approval by Georgia’s delegation 
in congress of the proposal to immediately re- 
vise the federal tax structure, in order to aid 
business and industry, encourages the hope that 
this urgent legislation will not be postponed to 
next year’s regular session, but will be enacted 
into law at the special session now in progress. 

There was widespread criticism of the un- 
distributed profits tax and the capital gain tax 
from their inception. They were recognized at 
the outset as dangerously restrictive to the 
growth of private business. They virtually hog- 
tied private industry to such a degree that ex- 
pansion was impossible. 

A condition was brought about under which 
industrial initiative was unable to function and 
unable to increase operations and employment. 
Thus, by the passage of these tax laws, busi- 
ness was barred from assisting in the effort to 
re-employ the idle workers and the hoped-for 
absorption of the employment slack was made 
into a futile dream. 

It is largely to these laws that the marked 
recession of the past summer in the north and 
east is attributable. | 

Congress is faced by no problem which more 
directly bears upon the economic welfare of 
every section of the country than revision of 
these tax laws. The demand for their modifi- 
cation, which began from the day of their ap- 
plication, has swelled until today it is a nation- 
wide chorus, voicing the practically unanimous 
opinion of business, commerce and industry all 
over the country. _ 

The legislative program offered by President 
Roosevelt in his message at the convening of 
the special session includes nothing more im- 
portant than this desired tax revision. 

If the tax revision which the President him- 
self said is essential to further national re- 
_ covery is delayed while house and senate wran- 
gle over other issues, the result will be tragic. 

Secretary of the Treasury Henry A. Mor- 
genthau, in his New York speech, promises pri- 
vate business that these excise shackles will be 
removed, in order that industry the nation over 
may forge ahead and do its full share in solv- 
ing the nation’s economic problems. He prom- 
ises, likewise, a reduction in federal expendi- 
tures and an immediate balancing of the 
budget. 

President Roosevelt, in his message, speaks 
in similar strain. 

The administration, in other words, calls on 
private industrial enterprise to try its hand at 
solving the unemployment problem of the na- 
tion, promising at the same time to lift the tax 
burden which has held business in fear. 

It would be rankly unfair, now, to delay the 
legislation needed to give business that op- 
portunity. 

Congress is well aware of the national de- 
mand for changes in these onerous tax laws. 
The Georgia delegation, in its approval of early 
action, but echoes the desires of businessmen 
' everywhere. 

While these laws remain on the federal stat- 
ute books, business is helpless to increase its 
operations, to lengthen its pay rolls. 

Congress could make no greater contribution 
to the cause of returning national prosperity 
than prompt action on these burdensome, in- 
equitable, restrictive taxes.

GIVING AWAY REVENUE 6 

Frozen peaches, 75 carloads of them, were 
sold this week to a New York buyer for a total 
price of approximately $75,000. They are des- 
tined to be made into peach brandy, under the 
“Old Georgia” brand. 

Inevitably, some of that same brandy, made 
of Georgia peaches, will be purchased by Geor- 
gia bootleggers and brought into this state. 
Then connoisseurs who savor its aroma and sip 
of its liquid gold will have paid their tribute to 
illegal traffickers in an outlawed product in- 
stead of, as they should, to the treasury of the 
State. 

The sale of these Georgia peaches strikingly 
illustrates the folly of Georgia’s adherence to 
an unenforceable prohibition law. 

A Georgia product, rich in healthful prop- 
erties by the gift of nature, must be shipped out 
of the state for processing. The state is denied 
its lawful tax revenue from the product’s man- 
ufacture, while a New York industry is benefit- 
ed and Georgians who would enjoy the boun- 
ties of their own state must do business with 
an outlaw to procure he brandy. 

Without the worse than useless prohibition 
law Georgia’s peaches could be made into 
brandy in central Georgia, where they were 
grown. The state could have a reasonable tax’ 
upon the manufacturer and upon the brandy 


“and both peach growers, the state and the 


citizens of central Georgia would be so much 
the better off. 

The irony of this particular case is intensi- 
fied when it is remembered that the counties of 
the peach ‘belt, from where the fruit comes, 
voted dry in the last two repeal referendums. 


FINGERPRINTING CONVICTS 

The Georgia Prison Commission, in accept- 
ing the aid of the State Department of Safety 
in fingerprinting state convicts, expects to 
make complete a program of identification 
which has been under way for six or seven 
years. 

The commission has been taking finger- 
prints at the state farm at Milledgeville for 
several years, while within recent months fin- 
gerprint outfits and regulation cards have been 
distributed to wardens in all counties where 
prison camps are located. 

The prints, as rapidly as they are received 
at the commission offices, are forwarded to 
Washington for comparison with the millions 
of prints of criminals on file in the Federal 
Bureau of Identification. In return, the Georgia 
prison body is furnished with full information 
on the past records of the prisoners in this 
state. 

The availability of the State Department of 
Safety to assist in this fingerprinting system 
will mean that every convicted prisoner in 
Georgia, in the near future, will have his prints 
taken and compared with the national files. 

Chairman G. A. Johns, of the Prison Com- 
mission, expects the system when complete to 
prove invaluable to Georgia and to other states, 
in aiding the apprehension and return of es- 
caped convicts and in the identification of ha- 
bitual law violators. 


BROADENED STUDENT HORIZON 

A recent survey demonstrated students at 
American universities are thinking more about 
current events and world trends than ever 
before. 

Those who follow college athletics know this 
to be true. The athlete, who once was the 
college hero merely because he was an athlete, 
no longer enjoys that exalted position. 

Student values are keener and more astute. 
They know. They form their own estimates 
and it is most remarkable how right they are. 

The old picture of the college athletic hero 
belongs to the other pictures of the “gay nine- 
ties.” It is one with silent movies and the 
stereoscope. 

The football star today is just another stu- 
dent. If he would win the acclaim of his fellow 
students he must do so in the classroom. in the 
usual college activities and in his meeting with 
other students. They may enjoy and appre- 
ciate his skill as a halfback, but it earns him 
nothing more than the cheers pumped out by 
the cheerleaders if he does not himsélf measure 
up to student standards. They are not stand- 
ards involving anything of snobbery, but are 
surprisingly honest and worth-while standards. 

The debater, the tennis player, the class 
president or the editor of the school paper to- 
day usually is the college hero instead of the 
halfback who scored the last touchdown. It is 
a healthy situation and proves once more how 
much wiser are the students today than those 
of the past generations whose minds and activi- 
ties ran in narrower channels.

The Duke’s troubles are largely of his own 
making, the consequences of his ignorance of the 
way these things ought to be done. Somebody 
ought to have told him that you can’t cuddle up 
to Hitler in Germany and be,chaperoned by Dr. 
Ley without getting into hot water. Nevertheless, 
the British public is likely to see its formerly be- 
loved Prince and King given the run-around by 
an assortment of Americans even stranger than 
those who, according to the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, brought about the abdication. Sympathy is 
certain to increase. Indeed, one London journalist 
has already come out in favor of allowing Windsor 
to live in England again. 

But beyond sympathy, the Duke of Windsor 
is not likely to gain much if he does not play his 
cards better than he did when he decided to allow 
himself to be used as a convenient publicity device 
by the Nazi regime in Germany. That strange 
tour could not have been more popular in England 
than it turned out to be among us. It is reported, 
among other things, that the Duke may visit 
Russia as a means of establishing his neutrality as 
between Fascism and Communism, Our private 
adviee would be to forget the “isms,” Left and 
Right, and start all over again by coming to 
America—not for any profound social purpose 
but just to visit in-laws. Then, if there still re- 
mains the yen to see an industrial plant or a 
housing .project, visits can be arranged.

The analogy is suggestive. ‘The 
President’s message is more con- 
ciliatotry than any in a long time. 
It recognizes that there is a con~ 
dition in the country which de- 
mands the reconsideration of cer- 
tain policies, especially those con- 
cerning taxation. It offers an olive 
branch to private enterprise. It 
pleads for co-operation. 


The President does not abandon 
the program which was sketched 
as a reason for calling this emer- 
gency session of congress. And, 
from the viewpoint of realistic 
politics, it is difficult to see how 
the President could suggest, or 
imply that it should be suspended. 
The Roosevelt administration rep- 
resents the left wing of American 
public opinion. That is where its 
strongest support lies. The more 
intransigeant wings of business 
opinion appear to expect Mr. 
Roosevelt to act as though he had 
been elected by the supporters of 
Mr. Landon. phat Js silly. 


But the Blum-Chautemps gov- 
ernment—to carry the analogy a 
little further—is demonstrating 
how extremely difficult it is to ef- 
fect a transition in policy which 
will really accomplish the results 
which are universally desired. Be- 
cause such a transition by such a 
government is unlikely to be made 
whole-heartedly. The French Pop- 
ular Front government, for in- 
stance, is now pretty well con- 
vinced that the 40-hour week, 
which they established universal- 
ly by law, is having a very bad ef- 
fect on production and on the total 
economy. But it is afraid of the 
trade unions and therefore afraid 
to recommend its modification. 
Similarly, and like the Roosevelt 
administration, it wants to attract 
and release capital, but it feels it 
must guard against speculation. 
But to guard against speculation 
and at the same time to recognize 
that there is such a thing as 
healthy speculation, and that with- 
out it many of our most prosperous 
industries would never have come 
into existence, is difficult. 


What is needed, both in France 
and here, is seriously to consider 
whether, on fundamental theses, 
the government many not have 
been mistaken. A fundamental 
thesis of this government—which 
was reiterated again this week by 
the mayor of New York, Mr. La- 
Guardia—has been that relief 
from unemployment can be 
achieved by radically shortening 


the working day and the working’ 


week, thereby “distributing” work, 
and that the higher the wages of 
the industrial workers, the larger 
is the total purchasing power of 
the country, and the greater is 
economic prosperity and stability. 

That high wages and more lei- 
sure time for workers sre socially 
desirable is not debatable, That 
they are a desirable goal is not :ie- 
batable. But tliat, under all con- 
ditions, a radical raise in wages 
and radical shortening of the work 
week, will reduce unemploymen 
and bring about general prosperity 
is extremely debatable. The ex- 
perience of France would seem to 
demonstrate that it is probably not 
so. If what should be a result, is 
put in the position of a cause, then 
the result may be quite different 
from the one which is desired.

The willingness to question a 
few fundamental theses is less 
likely to be found in the execu- 
tive, who is committed to them 
pretty definitely by a_ series of 
speeches and messages than in 
congress, which is only commit- 
ted to the broader objectives.

Small industries and businesses 
do not exist in a separate eco- 
nomic world of their own. They 
exist alongside of, and often in- 
tegrated with, large businesses, 
and to an enormous extent they 
are dependent upon the large 
businesses, especially for credit. If 
the large corporations are shut out 
of the benefits of a reformed tax- 
ation system, the small businesses 
which are actually irrigated by the 
large ones, simply will not be. 
That, at least, is the belief of some 
economists who have been most 
consistently right. One of them 
pointed out a long time ago that 
the amount of credit extended to 
business by business is larger than 
that furnished by the whole com- 
mercial banking system, and that 
in pre-depression days the ratio 
of credit supplied by corporations 
to credit supplied by member 
banks of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem was more than double! 


In the field of economics legis- 
lation which is made with the idea 
of fulfilling promises to specific 
categories of voters, is appallingly 
dangerous to a system which is 
intimately integrated. There is a 
conservative national government 
in England because of the havoc 
created by the New Deal of the 
first Labor government, which 
eventually was repudiated by a 
large section of labor. The whole 
argument of reform or recovery is 
illusory. The two are the same 
thing essentially. One needs re- 
form for recovery and recovery 
for reform—if you accept the 
theory of the New Deal that re- 
form is possible without the de- 
struction of the existing economic 
system.

The essential to such an inte- 
gration is in temper and proce- 
dure. The principle must be ac- 
cepted that in all classes and 
and groups are men of reason, 
good will and _ understanding, 
whose motives need not arouse, a 
priori, distrust, and whose obser- 
vations, with the facts to buttress 
them, can furnish material for de- 
liberation, by the representatives 
of the people.

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Both Sides Claim Victories 
at ‘Hindenburg Line’ ’; 
Heavy Fighting. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 18—P)— 
Chinese military leaders asserted 
tonight their forces had thrown the 
Japanese back in the center of 
China’s “Hindenburg line” west of 
Shanghai, but Japanese spokes- 
men declared that line had been 
breached by smashing blows near 
its northern and southern ex- 
tremities. 

Chinese reports told of a strong 
counter-offensive before Soochow, 
‘central keystone of the Chinese 
defensive system, in which the 
Japanese were driven back to- 
ward Cheni, 16 miles east of Soo- 
chow. 

But heavy assaults brought the 
Japanese literally to the gates of 
Changshu and Kashing, northern 
and southern strong points, re- 
spectively, of the Chinese defenses 
some 50 miles west of Shanghai. 


A Japanese spokesman § said 
Japanese shock troops had smash- 
ed through Chinese lines on Fu- 
shan creek north of Changshu and 
then turned southward to attack 
the city itself. Previously Japa- 
nese had been reported at the 
eastern walls of Changshu, 25 
miles north of Soochow. 

Civilian ministries of the Chi- 
nese government continued their 
withdrawal from Nanking to Han- 
kow, Chungking, 


BRITAIN IS SENDING 
ARMS TO HONGKONG 

MANILA, Friday, Nov. 19.— 
(UP)—British arms shipments to 
China are reaching Hongkong in 
such volume that warehouses are 
jammed, according to reliable pri- 
vate messages from the British 

‘crown colony today. 

The shipments were said to have 
been miade by private British in- 
terests with the “encouragement” 
of the London foreign office which 
was said to be anxious that the 
Chinese obtain adequate munitions 
and to offset a clear-cut Japanese 
victory in China. 

British shipments to other 
points were diverted to China as 
soon. as the foreign office learned 
that France had consented to a 
Japanese demand that she _ stop 
munitions entering China by way 
of French Indo-China, according 
to the messages. 


-BERLIN IS REPORTED 
SEEKING END OF WAR 

PARIS, Friday, Nov. 19.—(UP) 
Germany formally asked Japan on 
November 6 to end hostilities in 
China, pointing out that Japan was 
weakening herself and lessening 
her potentialities in other fields, 
it was reported reliably. today.

LONGITUDE, Nov. 18.—We have 
just celebrated the completion of 
five months’ happy residence on 
a drifting ice-floe in the Arctic 
wastes. Thirteen of us and a dog 
dropped out of the polar skies on 
May 21 and landed on the roof of 
the world. Two days later, we 
were joined by 31 comrades who 
came on three airplanes and, un- 
der captaincy of Otto Schmidt, we 
set about constructing the first 
meteorological station at the North 
Pole. 
Four Remain on Ice. 

On June 6, most of the mem- 
bers of our expedition flew back 
to the Soviet mainland. Four of 
us, the permanent staff of the 
“North Pole” weather station, re- 
mained camped on the ice. My 
fellow inhabitants of the drifting 
floe are: Eugene Fedorov, astron- 
omer; Peter Shirshov, marine bi- 
ologist, and Ernst Krenkel, wire- 
less operator. Our faithful, four- 
legged friend, ’Vesely,” or “Jolly,” 


jan Eskimo dog, remained with us. 


Although none of us ever had 
been at the North Pole before, we 
were not exactly unaccustomed to 
polar conditions. We had _ spent 
two years in an improvised, mini- 
ature polar camp near Moscow, 
where we had been testing all our 
clothes, tent and food. When we 
began our drifting existence, we 
had nine tons of foodstuffs, esti- 
mated to last one year. “Jolly’s” 
60-pound ration was included. We 
were supplied with specially de- 
signed clothes, a warm and com- 
fortable tent and excellent scien- 


us to determine the loction of our 
camp and its route. Our calcula- 
tions will help us establish the 
general law of arctic ice-drifts. 

Special rotators enable us to 
maintain a daily check on the 
drift. Our observations are made 
by lowering two rotators simulta- 
neously and. at varying depths. 
With each: series of observations, 
we study the nature of the cur- 
rents at six or eight different 
depths. Shirshov and Fedorov do 
most of the scientific work, prac- 
tically 24 hours a day. Krenkel 
and I are doing our best to as- 
sist them. 


Phenomenon Discovered. 

As a result of our experiments, 
we have hit upon a highly inter- 
esting phenomenon. The _ wind 
propels the ice by blowing on its 
surface. But due to the earth’s 
rotation, the drift deviates from 
the wind’s direction about 40 de- 
grees to the right. The movement 
of the ice sets the surface of the 
water into motion. The depth af- 
fected by the drifting ice depends 
on the speed and duration of the 
latter. It seems, therefore, that 
the law of the drift is determined 
by two icctors, the velocity of the 
wind and the rotation of the earth. 
Independently of any winds, our 
ice-floe has been following a con- 
stant southerly course at the speed 
of one-half to two miles a day. 
We have already traveled over 
400 miles. 


Our rotators have enabled us to 
understand the law of currents 
flowing in the upper regions of the 
ocean. Under the influence of the 
drift, the water near the surface 
is drawn along by the floe. At 
somewhat lower depths, opposite 
currents arise and make up for 
the surface motion. 


Since October 11, we have been 
enveloped in polar darkness. The 
sun left us not to return before 
the end of February. The frosts 
have begun—a certain token that 
we are approaching Greenland. 
The temperature has fallen to 32 
degrees below zero. This is a far 
cry from our warmest days in 
July, when we sweltered in the 
heat of 2 degrees above zero (Cen- 
tigrade).

BANKS INCREASE 
LENDABLE HONEY 


Federal Reserve G Gives Cash 
for $18,600,000 Worth 
of U. S. Securities. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—()— 
The Federal Reserve Board dis< 
closed today it contributed in the 
last week to another boost in the 
supply of lendable money in the 
nation’s banks by giving them 
cash for $18,600,000 worth of their 
government securities. 

The board started a week ago to 
build up this supply so banks will 
be able to fill all business loan re- 
quests during the Christmas sea- 
son, when the public normally 
takes a huge volume of its de- 

posits out of the banks to pay for 
holiday gifts. 

Ten million dollars’ worth of 
Treasury notes and $8,000,000 
worth -of Treasury bills were in- 
cluded in the credit-easing pur- 
chases, in the week ended Novem- 
ber 17. In the previous week the 
board bought $10,400,000 worth of 
Treasury bills. 

During the week the banks add- 
ed $43,000,000 to their reserves, 
of which $30,000,000 was in excess 
of reserve requirements and there- 
fore was available for loans. Total 
excess reserves now stand at $1,- 
100,000,000. 

The bank supply of money also 
increased, in part, because of a 
$30,000,000 drop in the amount of 
cash circulating in the hands of 
the public and a $15,000,000 de- 
crease in the amount of cash held 
in the Treasury.

One Dairy Inspected. 

Dr. Norris said that the survey 
did not include actual inspection 
of all the dairies in the county 
and that according to his informa- 
tion from Dr. Blankenship, only 
one dairy was inspected. Dr. Nor- 
ris’ statement follows: 

“I know that Dr. Blankenship 
was cordially invited to visit and 


inspect the certified dairies, which : 


are controlled from a _ medical 
standpoint by the Fulton County 
Medical Society Milk Commission, 
which works under jurisdiction of 
the National Medical Milk Com- 
mission. 

“According to my information 
only one of those dairies was in- 
spected by him. I am certain Dr. 
Blankenship did not intend a re- 
flection: on the certified dairies. 

Highest Standard. 

The certified dairies furnish cer- 
tified milk, raw or pasteurized. 
Certified milk represents the 
highest standard and quality of 
milk which can be produced. All 
cows are tested for tuberculosis 
and other diseases. Bacterial 
counts are made weekly. All em-
